8. Maekawa (5,889,594) discloses a both-side recording apparatus and determination is 
made whether the number of prints is equal to or larger than a predetermined number. Maekawa 
fails to specifically address the invention as claimed. 

9. Shibaki et al. (6,052,201) disclose an image forming apparatus capable of single-side 

. printing and double-side printing and a copy counter, which determines whether an odd number 
or even number exists. Shibaki et al. fail to specifically address the invention as claimed. 

10. Yamada (5,241,397) discloses an image forming apparatus where the order of duplex 
. printing is determined by memory storage capacity. Yamada fails to specifically address the 
: invention as claimed.
